Claims 122-143 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lesniaketal (7,311,731). 

Lesniak et al teaches delivering a material to different areas within the heart tissue, 
such as papillary muscle, to physically modify or alter the geometry, or "remodel" the 
heart to treat valve regurgitation (see abstract, column 17, line 33-column 18, line 45, 
Figs 13-16, 25a-25d). Lesniak et al also teaches the use of imaging using ultrasound. 
Lesniak et al teaches that the material can be made from many different materials 
including nitinol (column 19, lines 7-26). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Macha, Cohen et al and Sabbah et al are cited to further show 
the state of the art.
